of  stock  which  have  proved  their  worth. 
We  solicit  your  patronage  and  hope  that  in 
future  we  may  number  you  as  one  of  our 
customers. 

Thirty  years  ago  a small  one-half  acre  of 
blackberries  planted  on  this  farm  blossomed 
and  bore  fruit.  This  was  the  nucleus  around 
which  has  been  built  our  present  nursery 
and  seed  farms  now  comprising  1,400  acres 
of  fertile  land  in  the  famous  Miami  Valley. 
Our  development  has  not  been  rapid  but 
each  year  has  been  a substantial  gain  over 
the  preceding.  At  the  present  time  the 
business  consists  of  several  well-developed 
and  closely  related  interests. 
From  the  small  blackberry 
patch  to  the  growing  of  fruit, 
then  fruit  plants  and  later 
ornamentals,  our  present 
large  nursery  has  been  built, 
each  year  supplying  the  wants 
of  many  thousands  of  cus- 
tomers. Our  very  fertile  farm 
lands  were  so  conducive  to 
the  production  of  the  finest 
grains  that  quite  naturally 
the  seed  department  developed  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  nursery.  Our  large  acreage  of 
corn  permits  us  to  make  a careful  selection 
of  seed  for  our  customers  who  receive  only 
the  very  best.  In  our  Seed  Warehouse  we 
are  well  equipped  to  sort,  clean  and  carefully 
store  our  seed  and  to  handle  an  assortment 
such  as  to  meet  every  need  of  the  farmer. 

With  fifteen  large  silos,  requiring  from  150 
to  200  acres  of  good  corn  to  fill  them,  and 
our  modern  farm  buildings,  we  are  well 
equipped  to  feed  a large  quantity  of  live 
stock  which  annually  produce  about  3000  spreader  loads  of 
well-rotted  manure  used  for  the  maintainance  of  our  soil  fer- 
tility. Each  year  we  fatten  for  the  market  over  300  head  of 
cattle,  1000  head  of  hogs  and  about  500  sheep.  We  also  operate 
three  dairies  of  80  or  more  cows.  During  the  past  three  years 
we  have  been  developing  a stock  of  pure-bred  Hampshire  hogs 
and  at  present  have  about  500  remarkably  fine  individuals. 

We  also  have  a fine  fiock  of  Registered  Hampshire  Sheep 
numbering  more  than  100  head,  which  are  a source  of  con- 
siderable revenue  at  this  time. 

Last  year  the  greenhouse  supplied  our  local  markets  with 
five  tons  of  lettuce  and  eight  tons  of  tomatoes.  Our  orchards 
are  just  coming  into  bearing  and  regardless  of  the  heavy  late 
frosts  of  last  April  they  produced  1000  bushels  of  peaches  and 
3000  bushels  of  apples,  practically  all  of  which  were  sold  to 
local  trade  at  the  orchard.

Kudzu  is  a legume  that  has  been  raised  in  Japan  and  other  far  eastern  countries  for  hay  and 
pasture  for  many  centuries.  It  has  been  grown  in  this  country  since  1876,  and  was  grown  all  over 
the  North  for  twenty  years  before  it  was  brought  to  Florida.  It  is  grown  now  from  Nova  Scotia, 
Canada  to  Miami,  Florida.

A good  stand  of  Kudzu  will  carry  over  two  head  of  stock  per  acre  the  entire  season.  It  is  greedily 
eaten  by  all  kinds  of  livestock  and  poultry  and  they  all  thrive  on  it  wonderfully.  With  a little  corn 
it  makes  a well-bala,nced  ration.  Although  to  make  high-producing  cows  produce  to  their  fullest 
capacity  some  concentrates  must  be  fed,  in  the  ordinary  dairy  no  feed  not  grown  on  the  farm  will 
be  needed,  and  every  dairyman  knows  that  the  feed  dealers  get  most  of  the  profits  from  the  produc- 
tion of  milk  and  very  often  they  get  more  than  the  profit.
